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Unfair Competition

Picture a store-keeper, a dairy- 
farmer, or a small manufacturer 
who through years of industry has 
established a moderately successful 
business. Out of its returns he sup- 
ports his family, and pays wrges, 
taxes, insurance and all the other 
costs that such enterprise entails. 

Then into his community enters a 
competitor. This rival is more for- 
tunately situated. He doesn’t have 
to worry about making a living, or 
meeting tax bills, or showing a 
favorable balance at the end of the 
year. A rich uncle takes care of all 
that for him. 

How long could the store-keeper, 
or dairy-farmer, or manufacturer 
continue to meet such competition? 

That, in effect, is the question 
raised by an official report recently 
submitted at Washington by the 
Committee on Government Compe- 
tition with Private Enterprise. 

It reaches the conclusion that, ex- 
cept in such fields as national de- 
fense, research, conservation and 
the like, Federal competition is 
“wholly destructive.” 

What attention will official Wash- 
ington give this significant report? 
That is difficuit to say. 

For years, citizens who have seen 
their own taxes used to underwrite 
competition against them have pro- 
tested against ®ose methods—with- 
out success. 

For years, they have pointed out 
that government competes against 
private enterprise in more than 200 
lines—including certain agricultural 
products, construction materials, 
harness, textiles, clothing, printing 
and a host of others. 

For years they have pointed out 
what the Committee now emphasizes 
in its report. Namely: 

“That government 
will be reduced and revenue in- 
creased if the Federal Government 
withdraws from competition with 
private enterprise except under the 
conditions specified. 

“That under normal economic 
conditions, government competition 
with private enterprise con- 
tributes to the development of a 
socialized industry. 

“That a revival of private indus- 
try will permit the return of labor 
to its normal occupations, will 
hasten the return to American 
standards of efficiency and maintain 
the dignity of labor which has made 
the American working man the na- 
tion’s greatest single influence for 
the advancement of democratic 
ideals.” 


Protests of the nation’s workers 
and taxpayers against Bureaucracy’s 
ainfair competition have gone un- 
heeded. Will an official report fare 
any better in protecting them in 
their constitutional right to earn a 
living? Let’s hope so. 

In the words of the report itself, 
“The government’s true function is 
to protect and promote the economic 
activitios of its citizens—not to sup- 
plant them.”
